Mitchell Concludes Testimony 

Ervin, Nixon Agree to Confer 
On Senate Demand on Papers 


WASHINGTON, July 32 CAP). 
— President Nixon and Sen. Sam 
J. Ervin Jr„ D, N.C„ will meet 
privately to try to resolve con- 
flicts between the White House 
and the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee over committee access to 
presidential papers. It was an- 
nounced today. No date was set. 

The decision to hold such a 
meeting was made after the 
Watergate committee sent Mr. 
Nixon a letter signed by Sen. 
Ervin, the committee chairman, 
requesting some sort of session 
with the White House in an ef- 
fort to stave off a “fundamental 
constitutional confrontation.” 

The confrontation was threat- 
ened over Mr. Nixon's refusal to 
appear before the committee or 
permit the panel access to White 
House documents. The White 
House said. today there will be no 
chang e to that pftfciHnw a sub- 
poena of the presidential papers 
is one possible Senate counter. 

At the committee hearings to- 
day, former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell disputed a 
suggestion that he may have tes- 
tified falsely during the Water- 
gate cover-up. Be said the in- 
vestigating senators can judge for 
themselves his denials that he 
ever approved tlie wiretap raid 
on the Democrats. 

So saying, Mr. Mitchell left the 
Senate witness stand after televis- 
ed testimony that took two full 
rial's and most of a third. 

New Witness Called 

Richard A. Moore, a White 
House special counsel, was the 
next Watergate witness. Be 
testified that he believes Mr. 
Nixon was totally unaware of the 
critical facts of WatErgate until 
March 21. 

Mr. Moore reportedly was In- 
cluded . among .the committee's 
witnesses at -White. House sug- 
gestion. Committee counsel 
Samuel Dash said he had dis- 
cussed the appearance with 
White House officials but denied 
that the panel had been in- 
fluenced by presidential staffers. 

Mr. Moore said he told Mr. 
Nixon that ousted White House 
Counsel John W. Dean 3d had 
said that former Nixon aide John 
D. Ehrlicbman might be involved 
to the break-in at the California 
office of the psychiatrist of 
Daniel JEUsberg, who leaked the 
Pentagon papers to newspapers. 
Asked about Mr. Nixon’s reac- 
tion, Mr. Moore said: 

“He said, of course, the in- 
vestigation of EUsberg had been 
done because Tthe late KBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar] Hoover could not 
be counted on doing it because 
Hoover was a close friend of 
EOsberg’a father-in-law.” 

“Was It your impression he 
knew [about the break-in]?” he 
was asked. 

“He didn’t say anything about 
It,” Mr. Moore replied. 

Mr. Dash challenged Mr. Mit- 
chell In the final minutes of his 
hours on the witness stand. 

“Since you may have given 
false testimony under oath on 
prior occasions. Is there any 
reason to believe your testimony 
before this committee?” Mr. Dash 
asked. 

Mr. Dash said his question went 
particularly to Mr. Mitchell’s 
earlier denials that he had any 
knowledge of political spy plans 
in the spring at 1972 or of cover- 
up' activities. . 

■“I ' disagree, of course, with

Dollar Falters, Then Closes 
Strongly on European Marts

PARIS, July 12 (IHT).— The 
renewed strength of the dollar 
registered during the last .two. 
days on European currency ex- 
changes faltered today as it lost 
value, though only fractionally/' 
against other major moneys. - 

And hope for the stability of 
the dollar, and the international 
monetary 'system, rose when the 
UJ5. currency closed at its high 
for the day in several trading 
centers. • 

Dealers said the weakness was 
probably caused fey unce r tainty 
about whether central banks 

were intervening in the markets, 
buying dollars to bolster the 
price. 

During the last two days, the 
dollar’s rise in- value has largely 
been ascribed to anticipation of 
such intervention. The problem 
is that dollar holders are not sure 
if. or to what extent, it is taking 
place. 

Today, however, the West Ger- 
man Bundesbank confirmed that 
it and other central banks, in- 
cluding the UJ5. Federal Reserve, 
had intervened at a “token level” 
to support the dollar. The Ger- 
man hank also di reia wd tha t it 
bought* $5 million today, an 
announcement that strengthened 
the dollar in later trading. 

Ends .on Strong Note 

Illustrating the renewed con- 
fidence, the dollar ended the day 
only fractionally down from yes- 
terday’s close. In Frankfurt, it 
clowd at 2.388 marks, off slight- 
ly from 2,4035 yesterday but up 
from today's opening of 2J3775. 

The dollar ended on a strong 
note in Paris, too, where it closed

London Ex-Mayor 
To Yield Fortune 
'After Criticism 

LONDON, July 12 CAP*. — A 
former lord mayor of London said 
yesterday that he and iiis family 
would hand back profits of nearly 
£5 million amassed in a contro- 
versial share coup. , 

Sir Denys Lawson, 67, said he 
believed after consideration "it 
would be wrong" to keep the 
money. 

Disclosure of Sir Denys's profit 
on holdings he bought last year 
for £474D00 and sold a few 
months later for more than £6 
million provoked serious public 
criticism. Hie government order- 
ed an investigation. 

In a statement. Sir Denys said: 
“All the benefit derived directly 
or indirectly by me or any mem- 
ber of niy family from the 
transaction” would be returned to 
the companies from which he 
bought the shares. 

He said he still regarded “the 
terms of the acquisition to be fair 
and reasonable." 

Investors Chronicle, a financial 
wekly. first reported last month 
that Sir Denys had bought shares 
cheaply from a number of invest- 
ment companies of which he is 
chairman and then sold them in 
an expensive block to an invest- 
ment trust. Shareholders outside 
of his family were not told of the 
sales.

Iceland, which does not recog- 
nize the World Court's authority 
in this dispute, boycotted its 
earlier hearings. 

The original Aug. 17, 1972. ruling 
called an Britain and West Ger- 
many to limit their annual catch 
to 170.000 tons and 119,000 tons 
respectively. It also called on all 
parties to refrain from exacerbat- 
ing the situation 

In London, a British Foreign 
Office spokesman welcomed to- 
day’s ruling. 


France Backing 
Arabs at Talks 

PARIS. July 12 ^Reuters).— 
France said today that Algeria 
and T unisia should be allowed 
to make their views known in 
the second stage of the 35-state 
European Security Conference in 
Geneva on Sept. 18. 

In the first stage, in Helsinki 
last week, Malta caused a lengthy 
procedural wrangle by proposing 
that Algeria and Tunisia should 
be heard from as Mediterranean 
nations with an interest in some 
aspects of European security. 

The conference finally decided 
to drop the matter after other 
countries insisted that Israel 
should be given the same access 
as any offered to the two Arab 
states.

FRANKFURT. July 12 fReu- 
ters». — The Frankfurt district at- 
torney said today that he had 
opened legal proceedings against 
18 flight controllers of Frankfurt 
airport on suspicion that they at- 
tempted to blackmail the West 
German state. 

The 18 flight controllers yester- 
day failed to report to work be- 
cause of illness, thus paralysing 
the country's largest airport for 
mefet of the day. 

Their action was apparently 
part of a nationwide flight con- 
trollers’ slowdown campaign for 
better pay. which has disrupted 
air traffic in West Germany for 
almost six weeks. 

A spokesman for the district 
attorney's office said today that 
police went to see the air con- 
trollers who were on the sick list, 
yesterday. 

The district attorney. Hans- 
Hermann Eckert, said the con- 
trollers either had gotten or said 
they would get certificates from 
their doctors. He said he had or- 
dered the diagnoses of family 
doctors checked by other doc- 
tors. 

Traffic Snarl In North 

An airport spokesman said that 
Rhein-Main Airport traffic was 
almost back to normal today, but 
spokesmen in Hannover said air 
traffic throughout the northern 
area of West Germany was bad- 
ly curtailed this morning by a 
partial shutdown In Hannover, 
Hamburg and, Bremen. 

Later, the problem eased some- 
what. Luf thansa said there were 
delays in the north of up to 
190 minutes. 

The Bonn government and 
courts in Cologne and Hannover 
termed the action illegal because 
air controllers are civil servants 
and have no legal right to take 
strike action in support of their 
demands. 

In another legal action against 
the air controllers. Transport 
Minister Launtz Lauritzen asked 
a court in Hannover to condemn 
the air controllers union, order 
the controllers to end their 
“sick-outs” and make the union 
responsible for compensating 
monetary losses they have caused.

Fugitive Hides 2 Years in Belfry, 
Gets Caught Before Going Bats 

NEW YORK, July 12 CNYT). — In a room that reverberated 
every Sunday with the sounds of a bell that could be beard for 
a mile. William W. Hughes, a 28-year-old bail jumper, hid out 
for nearly .two years from his friends, his relatives and the 
police. New Jersey state troopers sold yesterday. 

The police , said that when he was finally caught late Mon- 
day afternoon, Hughes told them: “I’m glad it’s over." 

Hughes hid in a tiny room just under the bell in the' bell 
tower of the Leesburg, N.J„ United Methodist Church each day 
until Hnrknftss fell on the little town of 500 inhabitants. Then 
he ventured forth to steal food. 

Early Monday morning, a parishioner, who knew Hughes, 
went bade into the church to look for his Bible, and he heard 
a noise in the church bathroom. 

He spotted Hughes, who. he said, was bearded and 'very 
pale," coming out of the bathroom. 

He had been misting since September, 1971, shortly before 
he was indicted on two counts of breaking and entering and one 
of larceny. 

Hughes had rigged up a radio in his hideout to the wiring 
of the church and also arranged an electric iron upside down 
on some bricks to use as a small stove. 

The bell could be rung by a rope from the vestibule of the 
church, thus there was never any reason for anyone .to climb up.

12-Engined Jet Air Tankers 
Studied for Alaskan Oil Use 


LOS ANGELES, July 12.— If a 
trans-Alaskan oil pipeline means 
fighting the environment and. UB. 
conservationists every foot of the 
way, why not use huge air tankers 
to do the job? 

Such a solution is possible for 
the dilemma in which Congress 
finds itself over Alaska's North 
Slope, where the largest oil dis- 
covery on the North American 
con tinen t was made, but which 
is inaccessible by surface tanker 
much of the year. 

Initial studies by Boeing Co., 
the builder of the jumbo jet. the 
largest transport in commercial 
use, indicate that a fleet of huge 
air tankers could do the same 
job. as a 48-inch crude- oil pipeline. 

Such a system, it appears, might 
well meet the challenges of bring- 
ing the oil to markets over hostile 
terrain and eliminating the prob- 
lems usually associated with an 

Arctic pipeline, jnim g them dam- 
aged permafrost, disruption of 
wildlife and harm to fisheries. 

The . supertanker envisaged in 
Boeing's preliminary analysis 
would be by far the largest and 
heaviest aircraft in history. .It 
would be a 12-engihe jet with a 
wing span of 478 feet, capable 
of carrying a 2,32-million pound 
payload. 

Such a supertanker would have 
a maximum. gTOSS Weight Of 3.55- 

m UUon pounds at takeoff and its 
payload would be the equivalent 
of about SAW) barrels of oil, more 
than three times the weight of a 
fully loaded Boetog-747. 

Designed for relatively short 
ranges, between 400 and LOOO 
mites, it would have a speed of 
shout 400 miles an hour and have 
a straight, relatively thick wing 
for simplicity, efficiency and 
economy. 

One of the most innovative 
features suggested for the air- 
craft. referred to as a resources 
carrier, is the plan tj carry the 
complete payload in two huge 
wing pods, leaving the fuselage 
empty*

This design has several advan- 
tages, engineers note, including 
the distribution of the payload 
weight to the area where lift is 
generated and where the weight 
can. be more easily supported by 
the lancing gear when on the 
ground. 

Equally important, it would 
permit the aircraft to be rapidly 
ready for return trips because of 
fast loading and unloading of 
the two wing pods, each with 
two identical containers 26 feet 
in diameter, moved cm rails by a 
ground transporter system. 

On loading, two cylindrical 
containers — each filled with more 
than 500,000 pounds of oil— 
would be locked into slots in 
each wing and fitted with aero- 
dynamic nose and tail cones for 
flight 

On landing, the plane would 
taxi to an unloading area be- 
tween rail lines and the four oil 
containers making up the two 
wing pods would be hauled away 
by transporters.

Cuts in Budget Also 
Demoralize Unit

' WASHINGTON, July 12 «NYT>. 
— Fred C. Ikle has taken over as 
head of the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency, determined 
to rebuild confidence in the orga- 
nization — badly demoralised by 

one of the Nixon administration's 
.most severe personnel shake-ups. 

Since January, when Gerard C. 
Smith resigned as director, the 
White House has discharged or 
transferred every senior official 
in the agency, ordered a ane-tliird 
cut in its budget and taken the 
chairmanship of the tnlks on 
limitation of strategic arms away 
from it. 

This has led to talks of “purges” 
and considerable uneasiness 
among the surviving members ol 
the agency, which now has ISO 
employees, a drop of 50 from a 
year ago. 

One official who spoke to a 
newsman recently pleaded with 
him not to men tion he had met 
him far fear of losing his job. 

The White House has never 
said why It removed top staff 
personnel from the agency. This 
has produced speculation on Capi- 
tol Hill and in the corridors of 
tbe State Department, that Mr. 
Nixon did not trust the agency 
and wanted to set up a “new” 
one, more pliant to White House 
wishes and more acceptable to 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson. D„ Wash., 
an expert on arms matters who 
has been no admirer of the 
agency. 

Some State Department of- 
ficials. in fact, viewed the ap- 
pointment of the 49-year-old Mr. 
Ikle, former head of the social 
sciences department at the Rand 
Corp. in Santa Monica, Calif., as 
a sign that the agency was being 
turned into a "think tank” that 
would have little influence on 
policy-making. Mr. Ikle took over 
as agency chief Tuesday. 

Mr. Ikle seemed aware of these 
gloomy views but, in an interview 
in his State Department office 
Monday, he contended that he 
had not given up a job at Rand 
and moved 3,000 miles to preside 
over the death of the agency or 
to see it converted into “another 
Rand,” with a budget one third 
the size of Rand's. 

In a policy m^mnrandnm dis- 
tributed to tiie agency staff last 
month, Mr. Ikle said: “The agency 
will not only continue its active 
and leading role In U13. arms 
control and national security 
policy, but actually expand its 
scope of activities and range of 
initiatives during the coming 
years.” 

The White House has cut the 
agency's a nn ual budget from $10 
million to $6.7 million. Mr. Ikle, 
in the interview, said he was going 
to ask for a 10 percent Increase 
to cover the accelerated pace of 
negotiations. 

He also said that he had just 
about filled the major staff jobs 
resulting from, the White House 
shake-up.

He said the removal of the ban 
will allow New Zealand businesses 
to trade directly with North 
Vietnam.

He said that ‘if. indeed, political 
conditions are attached to eco- 
nomic transactions, there can be 
neither trade nor detente.” 


Buying More 
Grain in U.S. 

Largd Export Seen 
Froni Secord Crop 

WASHINGTON, July 12 »AP>. 
— The Department of Agriculture 
announced yesterday that the 
Soviet Union has purchased more 
than 7.8 million metric tons or 
U.S. grain for delivery by ne\fc 
summer. 

The export figures also showed 
(hat China has bought 2.7 million 
metric tons of wheat, corn and 
soybeans lor the 1973-74 year. 

A spokesman for the depart- 
ment's Export Marketing Service 
said the shipments would come 
mostly from crops to be harvest- 
ed by U.S. farmers tliis year. 

The department liad announced 
Tuesday that 1073 production of 
wheat, corn and soybeans was 
expected to be a record. 

The sales of 7.8 million ions tn 
the Soviet Union during the com- 
ing year compared with nearly 
19 million tons of U$. grain and 
soybeans sold to Russia last year. 

Included! in tho new Russian 
sales were: wheat 3.5 million tons 
1128.7 million bushels) compared 
with nearly 12 million tons i440 
million bushels' last year: and 
corn. 3.955 million tons U55-6 
million bushels) compared with 
about 7 million tons (about 275 
million bushcLsi. 

In all, the 1972-73 grain and 
soybean exports to Russia were 
valued at about $1.1 billion. 
There was no estimate of the 
dollar value of exports for 1974. 

The report showed that Cl lira 
has purcliased for 1973-74 deliv- 
ery about 1A million tons 1 69-8 
million bushels ■ of wheat. 300.000 
tons or com illA million bushels! 
and 600,000 tons ilS.4 million 
bushels i of soybeans. 

Last year, China reportedly 
bought about '640.000 tans of 
wheat (23 million bushels' and 
about 540.000 tons of com <33 
million bushels!, an official said. 
The department recently report- 
ed. that China had started pur- 
chasing some UB. soybeans. 

Meanwhile, the chairman of the 
Senate Investigations Subcom- 
mittee said he cannot accept tbe 
Justice Department's conclusion 
that no fraud was Involved in last 
year's Soviet wheat sale. 

“A most unfortunate series of 
bad decisions was made in the 
grain deal," the chairmaii. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, Wash, 
said. 

Tbe General Accounting Office 
concluded last week that the 
Agriculture Department misman- 
aged the deal Tbe GAO held 
specifically that the department 
paid higher-than-necessary sub- 
sidies to consummate the deal. 
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Toe many years since World War n. the 
attitude of major governments toward their 
peoples' bread was essentially defensive. The 
.Western countries tried to protect their 
farmers by subsidies, tariffs and production 
controls: the major Communist countries 
sought to reach self-sufficiency In food; 
those nations — like India — where the mar- 
gins of supply were desperately thin, simply 
tried to eke out their subsistence In whatever 
ways were possible. 

Today, nations still have this defensive 
mentality, and with even greater reason. 
But the bases of their respective policies 
have altered very considerably. For there is 
a global food crisis, and the old methods no 
longer apply. This was very definitely Indi- 
cated In the study by the General Accounting 
Office of the effects of the grain sales by the 
United States to the Soviet Union. And it 
Is something that the European Common 
Market may have to take Into account in 
Ita own agriculture policies. 

It is possible, as some congressmen allege, 
that there was fraud In the allocation of ex- 
port subsidies to the large firms specializing 
In the business. But there seems little doubt 
that the real evil sprang from a changed 
situation in world markets, which made the 
older system of subsidies inappropriate, 
which sent American food prices soaring, 
and which threatens mass starvation in 
large areas of Asia and Africa. 

"Whether It was sheer need that sent the 
Soviet Union and China to buy America's 
grain, or whether it was a realization that 


such trade could enhance the standard of 
living at home without jeopardizing ideolog- 
ical programs of food production, the fact 
is that such trading has wiped out a long- 
standing American surplus — a surplus which 
constituted a reserve granary with which, 
to meet emergency demands from the coun- 
tries that lived on the edge of famine. And 
now, with Bangladesh in acute need of food, 
and with the African drought looming as a 
greater threat to life than war or pestilence, 
there Is a patent necessity for a genuinely 
global policy on food supply and distribu- 
tion. 

That there Is as yet no agreed program to 
cope with the currency difficulties of the 
world leaves little hope that such, a policy 
will be easy to achieve. The fact that the 
food crisis springs from an anomalous mix- 
ture of relative affluence and nearly ab- 
solute poverty will make it even harder to 
compromise national and Ideological inter- 
ests. But there is at least a greater tendency 
on the part of the major countries to talk 
about their disagreements without raising ar- 
bitrary barriers in advance. And the urgency 
of the difficulty is so very great that such 
discussions might bear fruit. 

The Important thing is to get talks under 
way soon; to consider the broad sweep of 
human need in the world as a whole, and 
to try to prevent emergency improvisations 
from mating matters worse over the long 
haul. “Give us this day our daily bread" is a 
prayer that holds a note of desperation for 
millions, and of anxiety for all. 


Mitchell Testimony 


The testimony of former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell before the Senate Water- 
gate committee provides a dismal picture of 
ethical standards and human relationships 
In the upper levels of the Nixon administra- 
tion. Like the lower-ranking and much 
younger men who have preceded him In the 
witness chair, Mr. Mitchell freely avowed 
that his controlling principles were electoral 
expediency and loyalty to what he regarded 
as Mr. Nixon’s political Interests. 

Various members of the Senate committee 
tried to get Mr. Mitchell to see that he owed 
the President more than his personal loyalty. 
Be owed him the benefit of his judgment, his 
intellectual independence and his candor. 
Bnt Mr. Mitchell was obdurate in insisting 
that he had to protect Mr. Nixon from any 
knowledge of the Watergate affair, the sub- 
sequent cover-up, and those covert activities 
of the presidential staff which he repeatedly 
characterized as “the White House horrors.'* 

It was as If he regarded the President as a 
client for whom he held power of attorney 
and who had to be protected against his own 
instinctive reactions. If true, this testimony 
coold be said to reflect deep personal loyalty 
to Mr. Nixon. But it also reflects either a kind 
of condescension on Mr. Mitchell’s part or 
else a cynical decision to leave Mr. Nixon in 
a position to deny anything embarrassing 
or Incriminating. 


On his side. Mr. Nixon showed remarkable 
indifference to a mushrooming scandal. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Mitchell’s testimony, the 
President asked him specifically about Water- 
gate only once, during a brief telephone con- 
versation In June of last year. 

Mr. Mitchell, though denying many specific 
points made by previous witnesses, confirm- 
ed that while attorney general he participat- 
ed In two conferences where G. Gordon 
Liddy proposed a campaign of illegal ac- 
tivities. He further confirmed that he knew 
that Jeb Stuart Magruder, the deputy cam- 
paign manager, was going to commit perjury 
before the grand jury. He also knew after the 
fact about various illegal activities by the 
White House “Plumbers"’ which he decided 
for reasons of political expediency he had 
to “keep the Ud on.” These are dismaying 
confessions to come from the former chief 
law officer of the United States. 

In his veiled attacks against those on the 
White House staff who were responsible for 
various “horrors." Mr. Mitchell hinted at the 
antagonism which apparently existed be- 
tween himself and some of the President's 
senior aides. Not until those aides — H. R. 
Haldeman, John Ehrlichman and Charles 
Colson — also testify, can the Senate commit- 
tee and the public weigh the relative merits 
of the Mitchell testimony.

Haste in Eastern Enrope 


The rather synthetic good fellowship and 
leas than fully credible mutual cordiality that 
President Nixon and Leonid L Brezhnev ex- 
hibited toward each other during the lat- 
ter* visit to the United States last month axe 
apparently symptoms of a contagious diplo- 
matic disease. At any rate Secretary of State 
Rogers seems to have developed a similar 
syndrome in his recent contacts with the 
two most unsavory of Moscow's satellites, 
East Germany and Czechoslovakia, 

In Helsinki last week Mr. Rogers discussed 
possible diplomatic recognition with East 
Germany’s foreign minister. Mr. Rogers at 
least had the grace to be embarrassed about 
the necessity of making this approach pub- 
lic, and claimed unconvincingly that the con- 
versation had taken place because the two 
men sat near each other at a diplomatic din- 
ner. East Germany, after all. Is the country 
which is still given to murdering its citizens 
when they try to escape, say over the Berlin 
Wall from East to West Berlin. 

East Germany, it is also worth remember- 
ing, is now legally recognized as one of the 
two successor states to the Nazi Germany 


ruled by Adolf Hitler. As such It shares & 
good part of the responsibility for the crimes 
and damage Inflicted by the Nazis upon their 
victims, among whom the Jews of Europe 
were tragically prominent. West Germany 
long ago recognized Its responsibility in this 
area and voluntarily paid substantial repa- 
rations to Israel and individual Jewish 
victims. East Germany has still not seen 
fit to pay a penny or a kopeck toward meet- 
ing Its heavy share of the debt for Hitler's 
crimes against the Jews. 


From Helsinki, Mr. Rogers flew to Prague, 
thus becoming the first American secretary 
of state to visit there since the 1948 coup 
that instituted the Communist dictatorship. 
Mr. Rogers was warmly enthusiastic about 
helping “to open a new chapter” in Wash- 
ington-Prague relations. But the Soviet army 
of occupation that ousted Alexander Dubcek 
less than five years ago still holds ultimate 
power in Czechoslovakia, and there Is no 
sign that that most abnormal chapter in 
Moscow-Prague relations is about to aid.

The President seldom seeks ad- 
Wce other than in the field 
of foreign affairs, where the 
brilliant Dr. Kissinger commands 
his respect and attention. 

In domestic matters, the Pres- 
ident has listened to a host of 
economic advisers — first as a be- 
liever in fiscal and monetary or- 
thodoxy, and later as a self- 
described Keynesian. 

But it was the President who 
made the final decisions in the 
seclusion of Camp David where 
Mr. Nixon says he can do his best 
thinking. The result has been a 
series of misadventures, especially 
with wage and price controls 
which have scuttled his hopes 
for hringlng Inflation to an ac- 
ceptable rate of control. 

It Is the President, virtually 
alone, who insists upon prolonging 
the bombing In Cambodia. His ra- 
tionale is that a show of force 
la required, or else a viable gov- 
ernment In Cambodia can never 
be constituted. The fact is that 
Cambodia, badly governed by tire 
Lon Nols and corrupt followers, 
cannot achieve the stability 
which is so desperately needed. 
Yet the President persists in this 
vain effort as .the Congress 
mainly disapproves. 


His Mistake 
President' Nixon’s mistake, as 
I see it, was in surrounding him- 
self with a coterie of tough but 
dedicated men such as the HaWe- 
mans, Ehrlichmans and Mitchells

haps tomorrow, the Communist- 
led Cambodian insurgents will 
move their attack to another road 
and the war will move with them. 

But today the panoply of war 
is here: the whistle of "friendly" 
artillery shells scything the air 
overhead on their way to enemy 
positions; the staccato of ma- 
chine-gun fire as both sides seem 
to compete to see which can 
drown out the other's noise: the 
American F-4 Phantom jets from 
Thailand diving through the 
cloudy monsoon sky to release the 
little black specks that are their 
500-pound bdmbs. The bombs ex- 
plode thunderously and the little 
black specks become big black 
rising clouds of smoke and debris. 

Farther off. a C-47 transport 
plane wheels slowly like a large 
pelican, dropping a black para- 
chute each time it circles. The 
parachutes carry crucially needed 
ammunition and supplies to a 
garrison of several hundred- 
some reports say 800 — government 
soldiers encircled -in a -school 
complex outside the town of 
Kompong KantuoL 

This is the reason for the 
operation on Route 2. The gov- 
ernment forces are trying to 
break through to the Kompong 
Kantuot garrisoa which lies 
about six miles to the west.

Troops Are Pragmatic 

Wives go to war with their 
husbands in Cambodia because 
there is no other way to sur- 
vive. They go with their men 
to the front, because If the wife 
stays back at- the army base 
camp, there is never enough 
housing or food for her and 
her children. 

The soldiers on Route 2 are 
like most soldiers everywhere. 
They are not philosophers. Their 
thoughts are pragmatic. They 
know, far example, of the pro- 
jected cutoff of American air 
support on Aug. 15. “If we get 
no bombing, the other side will 
continue shooting at us." says 
one soldier. “With the bombing, 
sometimes they stop shooting.” . 

Another soldier adds: “Some- 
times we have gone on operations 
without air strikes and we have, 
succeeded." 

“If we don’t succeed." says still 
another, “then we will have no 
country." / ' 

There are dead and wounded 
on Route 3, too. • Meld ambu- 
lances race up and down the 
road. A truck carrying troops 
comes barreling back from the 
direction of the Insurgent lines, 
its headlights blazing and horn 
blaring to clear everybody out 
of its path. Its windshield has 
been riddled by. bullets. 

“We are very tired,” one soldier 
says. “We bare _nofc slept for 
many nights.- They keep attack- 
ing all night Look at my eyesT 
They are red. 

Returning to Phnom Penh on 
Route 3. a group of foreign 
journalists stops at a headquart- 
ers several miles from the fight-, 
ing to try to speak with a ' 
general. It la - 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon.

79, of 
the Fourth D-S. Circuit -Court of 
Appeals and former UJS. solicitor 
general, who was a central figure 
of many years in school desegre- 
gation cases, died yesterday at 
University Hospital 

He went into partial retirement 
as a judge In 1971 but continued 
to. sit In cases until several 
months ago. 

Judge Sobeloff had served in 
many top judicial positions dur- 
ing a long career. 

He was appointed solicitor 
general by President Eisenhower 
in 1954, while he was serving as 
chief justice of the Maryland 
Court of Appeals. 

A year later, he was called on 
to present the federal govern- 
ment's case before the U.S. 
Supreme Court when the highest 
court was hearing arguments on 
how to implement 11s 1954 decision 
that segregation in public schools 
was unconstitutional. 

Rejected Extremes 

Although Judge Sobeloff, act- 
ing for the government as a 
“friend of the court.” strongly 
backed the desegregation decision, 
he 'offered “a counsel of modera- 
tion with firmness" and rejected 
extremes on both, sides. 

Despite his moderate stand, the 
fact that he had spoken out for 
school desegregation brought 
repercussions later that same year 
when Mr. Elsenhower nominated 
him to the Fourth Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

Southern senators, led by Oiin 
D. Johnston of South Carolina, 
James O. Eastland of Mississippi 
anrt Sam J. Ervin of North Caro- 
lina, opposed the nomination and 
Judge Sobeloff was not confirmed 
until a year later. 

Although, as solicitor general. 
Judge Sobeloff had advocated 
gradualism in desegregation, in 
later years as a member of the 
circuit appellate court, he showed 
some impatience with prolonged 
delays. 

He upheld lower court rulings 
that forced Warren County in 
Virginia to reopen its only high 
school at Front Royal, which had 
been closed to avoid admitting 
Negroes. 

He denied further desegregation 
stays In Norfolk and Alexandria 
and stood up firmly for desegre- 
gation in cases brought by Char- 
lottesville, Va., , and Charlotte, 
N.C. 


organizer of the Freedom Na- 
tional Bank and of the Universal 
National Bank, black-controlled 
financial institutions in New 
York, died Tuesday at tus home 
here.

July 12 tNYTl.— The 
Soviet news agency. Tass, to- 
day accused Andrei D. Sakharov, 
physicist and civil rights advocate, 
of having slandered the Soviet 
way of life in a recent interview 
with Swedish television. 

An article distributed by the 
press agency appeared to be part, 
of a quickening official campaign 
against Mr. Sakharov, who 
remains one of the most out- 
spoken domestic critics of the 
Soviet system. 

In the Swedish Interview, he 
called for an end to one-party 
rule and said the Soviet system 
perpetuated criminality and priv- 
ilege. He charged that the state- 
controlled economic system stifled 
individual initiative and that 
ideological rigidity produced a 
drab cultural life. 

The Tass article, one of the 
strongest personal attacks against 
Mr. Sakharov, accused him of 
taking up “questions od which 
he is utterly ignorant" and of 
“groveling before the capitalist 
system." 

Since the government's crack- 
down on the once vociferous dis- 
sident movement. Mr. Sakharov 
has probably been the most 
active champion of civil rights 
in the Soviet Union. He issues 
frequent statements to Western 
newsmen on what he considers 
injustices in the Soviet system,

L ondon oht).— T here can be

“Ballet" is a misnomer: in its 
present form, under the direction 
of Mllko Sparemblek, this li a 
modem dance group, There is 
plenty of evidence, In its size (39 
dancers) and in its presentation 
with full orchestra and chorus, or 
the money that has been spent' 
The dancers are evidently well 
trained, moving with ease, grace 
and precision through the usual 
contemporary iambics, twists and 
jumps and managing vocal sound 
effects too when necessary. They 
form a definite ensemble, with no 
star personalities and with no 
weak links. Unfortunately what 
they perform is sometimes pre- 
tentious and always derivative, 
and Is. not really worth exporting. 
It may well seem original and 
interesting in Lisboa, bat In a 
city with two similar modem 
dance groups of Its own. the Gnl- 
benklan Ballet has little to offer. 

Actually the lukewarm reaction 
hero may be unfairly overcrltkaL 
The GuibenMan dancers are at 
least as good, and the works they 
perform at least as worthwhile 
as many presented by our own 
over-praised modern companies. 
But we tend to forgive more at 
home, and to encourage any new 
venture or talent, however un- 
promising; I fear that much Brit- 
ish modern dance may look even 
less impressive than the Gulbco- 
kian when it ventures abroad.

NEW YORK, July 12 iNYTl. 
— The stock market paused to 
rest today after three consecutive 
sessions of strong gains and 
closed mixed in moderate trading 
on. the New York Stock Ex- 
change.

Sometimes, too, 
the course of the defense may 
impose a change of plan, as on 
die diagramed deal 

By some standards. South’s 
spades were feeble for a weak 
two-bid. but this action worked 
out well when North raised to 
game. East had to guess, and 
tried fire hearts. This would 
probably hare failed by two 
tricks, a trick worse than East- 
West would have achieved in. dia- 
monds. but this was academic, 
since North persevered to five 
spades rather than take a sure 
profit by doubling. 

After the normal opening lead 
of the heart king followed by an- 
other heart. South would have 
established clubs and eventually 
drawn trumps, ending in the 
dummy. Be would have made six 
trump tricks, one ruff, one heart 
and three clubs for a total of 11.

South’s task. He ruffed in the 
dummy and led & club. 

East stepped up with the club 
ace, and led the diamond king, 
forcing dummy to ruff. At tbi«i 
point West held more frumps 
than dummy, so there was noway 
to draw trumps and make use of 
the clubs. 

The contract could still have 
been made. If South had known 
the distribution, he could have 
abandoned the idea of using the 
clubs and embarked on a cross- 
ruff, using dummy's two remain- 
ing trumps for ruffing pur- 
poses. The play would have pro- 
ceeded: a club to the king, a dia- 
mond ruff, the club queen dis- 
carding a heart and a continuing 
cross-ruff in the red suits. West 
would make a spade trick with 
the ten, but that and the club aoe 
would be the only defensive win- 
ners. 

If South had uncovered this 
procedure — unlikely, since he did 
not know the distribution, of the 
black suits — East would have re- 
gretted his play of the club ace. 
A low club play on the first lead 
of the suit would have left South 
with an Impossible task after the 
normal play of the king from the 
closed hand.

POINTS FOR A COMPASS ROSE 

By Evan s. Connell jr. Allred A. Knopf. 240 pp. $6-35. 
Reviewed by Herbert Mitgang 


A ITER a half dozen novels, 
xx E\ , an S. Connell Is still ex- 
perimenting and stretching, sup 
daring himself. And the result, 
aa can be. seen in bis newest work 
of fiction. "Points for a Compass 
Rose,” is a solid, challenging work, 
miles away from that Madison. 
Avenue catchall, "a. good read. 1 ' 

The reader will recall his best- 
known book, "Mrs. Bridge.” about 
that, middle-aged society matron 
struggling to get out of the con- 
ventional air of Kansas City but 
stuck in her Lincoln with the 
windows shut and the air-con- 
ditioning on, a modern version of 
WHla Gather’s “A Lost Lady.” 
The reader will remember - too 
that Connell constructed his novel 
In a series of short. Impressionis- 
tic chapters In a kind of literary 
pnini. mi.vm Later, "Notes Prom 
a Bottle Found on the Beach at 
Carmel” subordinated story to 
style. It was an odyssey that was 
made up of broken lines . and 
ideas. 

“Points for a Compass Rose" 
is in the same form, except that 
it utilises historical oddities of 
all sorts, ranging from references 
to present-day atrocities, shouts - 
and cries against the absurdities 
of war, the cruelties Inflicted 
centuries ago on the Iberian 
peninsula, the concentration 
camps across the Rhine, the tiger 
cages in Vietnam. Connell leaps 
about In the centuries, but he 
gets away with it His novel 
reads at times like a notebook 
of research and observation but, 
probably because he is such a 
polished writer, his book is neith- 
er lumpy nor indigestible. 

Topics out of context may 
seem as unintelligible as a 
chunk excised from Joyce’s “Fin- 
negans Wake’ 1 , or Camus's “Car- 
nets, 1 ’ but here, as an example, 
are some remnants, strung to- 
gether: 

“Treblinka: 731,800. The forces 
of destruction are superbly organ- 
ized... De Soto, anxious to im- 
pose Christian theology’ on Amer- 
ica, introduced burning at the 
stnifp . . _ Kings Tnaifp mistakes, 
they say, and the Greeks get 
punished . . . Maidanek: L380.- 

000 . . . United States a ir c rewm en 
wear this message on their flight 
jackets. / bear no malice toward, 
your people , if you, wtU help me 
you win be rewarded... Is the 
dream dead? Is Nixon mad? 

The bodies of enemy Vietnamese 
are arranged in rows so as to 
present a symmetrical soldierly 
appearance when inspected by re- 
porters and congressional offi- 
cials . . . Ravensbruck: 92,000 . . . 
Hieronymus Bosch teaches that 
the world began simply but was 
corrupted and lapsed into in- 
curable madness. Tb believe other- . 
wise would be madness." 

It is a cockeyed vision for a 
cockeyed world with the added 
force of fascinating structure. 
Much of it is seemingly Irrele- 
vant to the author’s theme and, 
indeed, much of it might have 


been eliminated, in xuy view, to 
sharpen the focus. The mixture 
of sounds and voices and bric-a- 
brac eventually has a cumulative 
effect. Yet, an admirer of Con- 
nell wonders If his sleight-of- 
hand is always working in the 
service of bis mind, and if his 
mind is not more intrigued by 
language as a malleable instru- 
ment than as a tool for com- 
municating feeling in a novel 
As if to answer such presumptu- 
ous questions, the author has a 
chess game running through 
“Points for a Compass Rose,' 1 and 
maybe this is his Sicilian, defense. 

There Is a coda here, coming 
through the example of the his- 
torian Simon Dubnow. telling his 
friends to memorize each detail, 
each name, every sigh, and the 
color of clouds, as well as the 
Nazi executioner’s gesture. But 
since John Hersey’s use of docu- 
mentary techniques to convey re- 
sistance to terror in “The Wall,” 
there have been new atrocities 
In the world. “Before counting 
half the lies, I could number 
every skua in Asia," the author 
writes. Be is embittered by & 
vision of hypocrisy in the name 
of democracy, the con men and 
flacks working for the feather 
merchants of death In ’Washing- 
ton nr Nineveh or Saigon. 

“In April of 1943 Allied recon- 
naissance patrols detected a cam- 
ouflaged Panzer division In the 
ruins of Pompeii. Bombers were 
called down. A number of band- 
ings reconstructed by archaeolo- 
gists were destroyed forever. The 
Panzer division didn't exist. A 
generation later Angkor Wat was 
bombed for the same reason. I 
dislike being obvious, excuse me. 
The commandant of Uhited 
States Forces in Vietnam dis- 
patched a congratulatory message 
to the company responsible for 
My Lai. Pentagon officials have 
explained with repressed an- 
noyance that the Vietnamese 
seem willing to die beyond our 
willingness to kill, which is the 
source of all our Izoutdes. I must 
admit this calls forth Tertullian’s 
paradox: Credo quia absurdum 
at." * 

Is this summer fiction, a good 
read? Of course it Is, and more. 
In his -powerful, conventional 
novel "The Winds of War," Her- 
man Wouk declares his theme 
that peace ; will depend on the 
lore of peace: "the most insig- 
nificant writer can serve peace, 
whore the most powerful .tribunals 
can do nothing." And toward 
the end of his unconventional 
“P oints for a Compass Rose,” 
Connell says about the same. In 
Ids way: ‘T suggest that you 
write with colored ink what we 
were taught by K*ung fu-tzu: 
Each of us is meant to rescue the 
world.” The broad embrace of 
the novel allows the serious writer 
to be rageous or outrageous.

A Zealous Defense

\|^A5HXNGTON.--T2us is In de- Question: If zeal caused Water- 
gate, why didn't Watergate occur 
during the Kennedy campaign of 
1960, which ran on maximum 
zeal? Suggested answer: Zeal, 
schmzeal. 

The generalization about Mad- 
ison Avenue — the ad-man men- 
tality-being the real root of 
Watergate is not worth long argu- 
ment. for truckloads oZ facts will 
not stop Americans from ascrib- 
ing disagreeable political events 
to Madison Avenue. Briefly then: 
John Mitchell is not an ad man, 
but a lanTcr; so is Ebrlicbman; 
so is Dean; so Is the President. 

Ah. but the real root of the 
business is Southern California, 
you tec. Place breeds this sort 
of thing, with its Birchers, free- 
way culture, boobs racing off to 
drlve-in human-sacrifice cere- 
monies. That's what gave us Wa- 
tergate-ism, Nixon and all. 

In fact, as Carey McWilliams 
noted recently on the op-ed. page 
of The New York Times, McGov- 
ern carried Los Angeles in 1972 
and Nixon has never been able 
to establish a stable political base 
in California. It rejected him for 
governor in 1962. Soon after- 
ward, because he felt so ill at 
ease, he moved to New York, his 
home during his successful run 
in 1968. 

Finally, hair. Nobody is ac- 
tually saying that Nixoncsque 
short hair caused Watergate, 
though it may yet come to that. 
The close bartering of all the 
characters involved in Watergate 
has, however, begun to make a 
neat hairline suspect. Parents 
begin to report that the hairy 
son's squelch to the plea to thin 
his knotted locks is becoming: 
“Do you want me to grow up to 
be like that Watergate gang?'’ 
This is bad— tonsorial tidiness 
falling victim to guilt by asso- 
ciation. It can also be depress- 
ing if young people, who have 
l lad to listen to old folks’ bigotry 
about hair for years, are going to 
take up the line that hair makes 
the man. Shows young folks can 
be just as bigoted as old folks 
when It's convenient. 

The moral — this being a news- 
paper column, there must be one 
—is that we ought to resist Wa- 
tergate’s temptation for us to 
draw nonsensical morals about 
man and hair, and about almost 
everything else that soothes a 
good old prejudice while making 
the wits nod.

Zeal, for example, is frequently 
blamed for everything.

When Watergate was still a mere 
“caper, ** they explained it as a 
simple case of zeal gone astray. 

As matters became gravrr. 
While House derenders became 
tougher with zeaL Explaining 
how such princes as Haldeman 
and Ehrlich man could hare been 
involved, they found a moral les- 
ion to expound. Too much zeal 
Very bad stuff, all that zeal. 

Columnists, hounded by tbeir 
trade to find universal lessons 
tlirlce weekly in meaningless 
events, have eaten so well off 
zeal that the more reckless are 
beginning to say there will be 
much less zeal in future elections. 

Here is a Oat prediction that is 
absolutely certain to prove cor- 
rect: there will be Just as much 
zeal 'maybe more) in the 1976 
presidential campaign as there 
was in the 1972 campaign. 

Presidential campaigns run on 
seal. Eugene McCarthy, who saw 
the corruption of it, has been 
denounced ever since by his young 
idealists for “not wanting it 
enough" to emulate the zeal of 
the Kennedys. Kennedy cam- 
paigns were famous for zeal, but 
when Kennedy zealots did un- 
pleasant things to elect their man, 
they were said to be practicing 
“pragmatism." a doctrine that is 
always praised in Washington- 
type circles.

ONTARIO. Calif. fNYT .». — From its slop- 
” ing aerodynamic front end to the wind 
spoilers in the rear, the racing car' brought 
here by Richard Borman, a California 
truck driver, looked as if It had been 
created to run against A. J. Foyt or Bobby 
Unser at Indianapolis. 

But it was a finely detailed miniature, 
Ies3 than 6 feet long, a descendant of the 
“go-kart" of years past that was powered 
by a lawn mower engine. Nevertheless, it 
racketed Mr. Burman around the Ontario 
Motor Speedway at 100 miles an hour. 

The nation’s go-karting enthusiasts took 
over the speedway— normally a domain of 
big, powerful Indianapolis autos and stork 
cars— last week and demonstrated that go- 
karting has come far since a few South- 
ern California tinfcercrs began hopping up 
lawn mower engines and installing them 
on tiny karts in the early 1960s. 

Some of the karts, their engines roar- 
ing and emitting fumes from the alcohol 
fael and their helmeted drivers slumped 
virtually on their backs to reduce wind 
resistance, reached a top speed of more 
than 140 miles an hour in the straightaway. 

‘Tt‘s amazing." Brian Tracy, an official 
of the speedway, said. "Formula One 
Grand Prix cars here averaged 114 miles 
an hour; some of these little karts are 
averaging 10Q.” 

More than 640 drivers from 25 states 
and Canada competed in the races, the ■ 
karting equivalent of the Indianapolis 500. 

No one knows how many serious go- 
kart racers there are In the United States 
—estimates range from 10.000 to more than 
20.009— but the number is growing. 

“I think it‘s growing because it doesn't 
cost much compared with oilier types of 
racing, and it's a great family sport," said 
James Kokalj. general manager of the In- 
ternational Karting Federation, the largest 
of two organizations that sanction kart 
racing. 


The Engine Is 
Smaller Than 
A Loaf of Bread 


“Karting in a way is for guys who have 
sort of a Waiter Mitty complex about 
racing, who like to get out and race like 
Mario Andretti but can't afford it. You can 
buy a competitive go-kart for less than 
$1,000 and go out and race on some of 
tlie best tracks In the country and come 
wi thin a few seconds’ time of the big 
cars. For a lot of families, this Is really 
a way of life." 

Kart racing is most popular in Califor- 
nia. where it started. But there are tracks 
in most states, a total of perhaps 150 in 
the United States. 

The majority of competitors are in their 
late teens through the mid- 3 Os, although 
they range in age from 12 to more than 
80. They arrived in Ontario by automobile, 
truck, camper trucks *nrf big motor homes, 
and filled much of the track's infield with 
colorful canvas awnings to protect their 
karts and themselves from the scorching 
100-degree beat. 

At night, many stayed up adjusting and 
rebuilding the American-built and Italian- 
built engines they use in the races. Karters 
maintain they extract more horsepower 
per unit of weight from tbeir engines than 
any other type of engine. 

Most of the racers brought only a single 
kart, but a St. Louis surveyor brought five 
and be was joined by his wile and teen- 
age son in the competition. A Manteca, 
Calif- Ford dealer, whose son has won 
more than 150 race trophies, came with 
five karts, two vans for equipment, a 


motor home to live in. and a pit crew dr 
more fogn 10. He estimated the weeks 
racing would cost him more than $2,000. 
Some Ip??* affluent competitors complain 
that because well-to-do fathers and kart 
shop owners are investing so m uc h in the 
racing, they cannot keep up with tire com- 
petition. 

There are primarily two types of go-kart 
competition— so-called “sprint" ' karts de- 
signed for short, high acceleration com- 
petition on twisting tracks, and “enduro” 
racers. Enduro karts are designed for 
faster speeds and endurance over a one- 
hour race on conventional tracks. Besides 
the 3-2-miIe track in Ontario, karters use 
the Indianapolis Speedway, the Laguna 
Seca course in Northern California and 
the one at Watkins Glen in Upstate New 
York. 

Instead of the casually assembled 
playthings of the early days, today's rac- 
ing go-karts are carefully engineered 
machines that have four-wheel brakes, 
special clutches, exhaust pipes that are 
shortened or lengthened with pedals or 
gears during a race to increase engine 
efficiency at different speeds, and other 
devices designed to squeeze more speed 
OUt Of pri pirn*; that are smaller thaw » 
loaf of bread. 

Most of the competitors seemed blase 
about the danger of racing around a track 
at well over 100 miles an hour on a tiny 
frame of tubular metal that rides less 
than two inches off the ground and with 
no protection for the driver if something 
goes wrong. Several veteran go-kart racers 
said they had received minor broken bones 
over the years, but contended it was a 
safer sport than other forma of motor 
racing. 

Mr. Burman, whose car resembles an 
Indianapolis racer, said: “There is really 
no sensation of speed. When I'm out on 
the track, do you know how I feel? I feel 
like I'm free, that T have a sense of 
freedom I don't get any other way.”
